OBJECTIONABLE SUBSCRIPTION 
BOOK PUBLISHING METHODS. 


Tue failure of the greater portion of the 
collection of “limited” editions recently of- 
iered for sale at auction in Philadelphia to 
realize much more than fifteen cents on the 
dollar, surprised no one but the hunters after 
these showy and widely-puffed book treas- 
ures, and these will not profit much by the 
experience. So long as opportunities are af- 
iorded in this world to persons of limited 
intellectual capacity to acquire the means to 
gratify their desire to “show off,” so long will 
others who are not particular in their methods 
of prosecuting their business have an oppor- 
tunity to cater .to the “snobbishness of the 
expensive”’—that is, to persons who are ready 
(0 pay exorbitant prices for a thing that is 
represented to be “exclusive,” it matters not 
whether it is an opera seat, a gown, a mil- 
liner’s “creation,” or a so-called “fimited” edi- 
tion of a book. As the New York Evening 
Post, commenting on the subject, correctly 
puts it, “the buyers of these ‘limited’ editions 
actually think they are getting the best, simply 
because they pay three. or four times—in some 
“ases even ten times—the price of the stan- 
dard editions. The delusion lies in the mis- 
taken belief that any inherently worthless 
thing acquires value because it is found in 
only a few examples.” 

7 Most of the pretentious reprints represented 
in the sale in question, were not worth even 
the so-called cost of manufacture, as is proven 
by the fact that sets of Scott and Dumas, for 


example, that had cost $100 a volume sold for 
ten dollars. Editions superior to these in every 
respect may be had any time in any well- 
appointed bookstore for much less. 

The Evening Post, however, confuses terms 
when it says that “the sale of these expen- 
sive editions is a bit of jobbery between pub- 
lishers and booksellers on the strength of the 
buyer’s ignorance or extravagance.” In the 
sale of these editions the bookseller rarely, if 
ever, takes a part, the books being manufac- 
tured by subscription book makers who take 
every imaginable precaution to keep them out 
of the bookstores, and who act exclusively 
through itinerant canvassers. Unfortunately, 
the operations of these representatives fre- 
quently bring reproach upon the honorable 
profession of bookselling; being sine loci they 
are for the greater part irresponsible, while 
their principals in case of any untoward hap- 
pening are generally protected by carefully- 
worded contracts which their victims sign in 
almost every case unread. 

Nor will any bookseller, jealous of his repu- 
tation for fair dealing, care to become a party 
in the sale of many of these books that are 
issued in “limited” editions under a misap- 
prehension—in some cases even through a de- 
liberate misrepresentation—of the term, the 
identical plates serving for three or more 
“limited” editions at prices ranging from $10 
the volume to $1.50 a volume, the latter price, 
very likely in many cases, representing more 
correctly the true value of the book than the 
former. There is no objection to the issue of

his announcement ; 
liberately avoid making such announcements, 
preferring that their patrons should be left 
under a wrong impression, and then proceed- 
ing to manufacture “limited” editions from the 
same plates ad libitum. With such methods 
no reputable merchant can have any sympa- 
thy, and it becomes his duty to “nail the lie” 
on every opportunity that presents itself. 

It is to be hoped that the Boston booktrade 
will to the end adhere to its resolution to ob- 
tain a definite decision from the courts of last 
resort as to their right to keep in stock and 
to sell under certain restrictions the works of 
such masters of the old world literature as 
Boccaccio and Rabelais. Heretofore, when 
such cases have come before local justices, 
the question went begging, either because the 
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accused was too poor to defend himself or 
because the judge did not consider that he 
was called upon to pass judgment on the 
merits of the books that came before him. 
It would almost seem, as has been alleged, 
that the animus of the persecution of the 
Boston booksellers in this case is to. ob- 
tain a “rake-off” on the fines rather than 
to protect the morals of the community. 
Nevertheless, now that the question has 
been raised it becomes the duty of even 
those most remotely affected to lend their aid 
in settling it for all time. In Massachusetts 
even the book collector is concerned in this 
matter, because the statute of the common- 
wealth forbids not only the selling but having 
in possession obscene books; and if the court 
holds that the writings of Boccaccio and 
Rabelais must be so classed, the Boston Globe 
imsists that the Society that caused the arrest 
of the booksellers for selling the books in 
question must logically also arrest those citi- 
zens who have these books in their possession. 
This has been stigmatized by another paper 
as absurd; but is it? or do they serve in 
Massachusetts one sauce for the goose and 
another for the gander? 





CRUSADE AGAINST BOCCACCIO AND 
RABELAIS. 


Tue Watch and Ward Society of Boston 
in “a spasm of prudery” last week began a 
campaign against four prominent booksellers 
for selling the “Decameron” and the works of 
Rabelais. 

The agitation on the part of the Watch and 
Ward Society began with the arrest of the 
proprietor of the Desmond Publishing Com- 
pany, of 144 High Street, Boston, who 
through subscription agents and circulars of- 
fered complete editions of the works of Boc- 
caccio and Rabelais in twelve volumes, at $42. 
Mr. Desmond was arrested on November 7 
and ten days later was fined $250 for having 
in his possession for the purpose of sale the 
books named. He appealed. 

After the trial of Mr. Desmond the mem- 
bers of the Boston Watch and Ward Society 
were advised that copies of the Desmond edi- 
tions could be bought in any bookstore in 
Boston. This, however, did not prove true, 
though an agent of the society succeeded in 
obtaining an old copy of the works of Rabe- 
lais at Colesworthy’s, a set of the five vol- 
ume edition of Rabelais, published by Gib- 
bings & Co., of London, at the Old Corner 
Bookstore, and a second-hand copy of the 
“Decameron” at Burnham’s. In each case the 
clerk who sold the books was arrested. 
Naturally, this action has aroused great 
indignation among the booksellers, and 
prompt action has been taken to bring the 
matter to an issue, and to have the question 
decided definitely whether it is criminal to 
possess and to sell to adults works of this 
character, and to obtain a decision from the 
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highest tribunal in Massachusetts as + 
constitutes an immoral and obscene by 
number of prominent men, among them 
eral clergymen and lawyers, have expr 
their indignation at the action of the \\ 
and Ward Society, and one of the best c 
inal lawyers in Boston has volunteered to « 
fend one of the arrested clerks free of ; 
costs. The first of the cases will come up { 
trial next Tuesday and the result will } 
watched with great interest by the booktra: 
everywhere. 

The following was circulated and 
on November 28: 

“We, the undersigned, agree to give th 
amount opposite our names to carry the cases 
to the Supreme Court of the four respectab|: 
booksellers who were arrested for selling 
copies of the old classics, “Decameron,” “He; 
tameron” and Rabelais. We consider it 
cutrage that these men were arrested lik: 
common criminals before the Supreme Court 
had decided whether the books were immoral 

“In case the money raised is more than is 
used for the fines or costs, the amount left 
over shall be divided pro rata, according to 
the amounts given. We feel that the book- 
sellers should ‘stand together’ in this matier, 
or they may ‘hang separately.” The money, 
when needed, is to be paid to a treasurer 
elected by the booksellers.

It is not proposed by the booksellers that 
these funds will be used simply in the pro 
curing of legal aid. As the booksellers fee! 
that the case against the four men arrested 
is a case against all of them, they have pooled 
their interests to get an understanding for the 
future as to what books may be considered 
legitimate. Letters have been written to 
prominent libraries all over the country, ask 
ing librarians if the books singled out by the 
Watch and Ward Society are generally con 
sidered immoral and obscene.

In many instances the bindings are the 
handiwork of the greatest masters of bib- 
liopegy. 

The exhibition includes books from the li- 
praries Of Francis 1., Henry u., Henry um1., 
Louis xiv., Louis xv., Louis xvi, Kings of 
France; Philip the 1v. of Spain, Velasquez’s 
patron, Catherine the Great of Russia, Chris- 
tine of Sweden; many of the great Princes 
and Princesses, Marguerite de Savoy, Prince 
de Conde, “Le Grand Dauphin,” only son of 
Louis x1v., Madame Adelaide, Madame Vic- 
toire, Duchess de Berri; Queens like Anne of 
Austria, Marguerite de Valois, Queen Char- 
lotte of England and Marie Leczinska; Popes 
Clement x., Pius v., Sixtus v., Gregory xIIL, 
Innocent x1, Julius m1., and Clement xr. ; Car- 
dinals Mazarin, Fleury, and Granvelle ; famous 
ladies of the court, Madame de Pompadour, 
Madame de Montespan, and Madame du 
Barry; great book-collectors like de Thou and 
Count d’Hoym; and persons as widely differ- 
entiated as Voltaire and Milton, Thomas 
Hobbes of the “Leviathan” and La Tour 
d'Auvergne, and many others.

of time to Simier, binder to Louis xv1I1., in 
the nineteenth century, 

There are many masterpieces of printing 
from the days of the Aldi in Venice to the 
greatest of the 18th century French produc- 
lions; some especially printed for kingly use 
on fine vellum; as well as manuscripts done 
ior Kings and Queens and Royal Princes, 
including the work of those most eminent 
calligraphers (rivals for the supreme posi- 
tion) Estienne Damoiselet and Nicolas du 
Jary. The Scribners have prepared a cata- 
logue of ninety-nine of the rarer books, illus- 
trated with reproductions of thirty of the 
more notable bindings.

Not even the followers 
of Confucius are excluded. The first prize is 
fixed at $1000, the second at $500 and the third 
at $250. All essays must be mailed not later 
than March 1, 1904, and the result will be 
announced by a commiftee, of which Dr. 
White, president of the Bible Teachers’ 
School, is a member, a few days after all the 
essays are received by Dr. White. 

It is stated for Miss Gould that she has no 
desire to start a controversy, but that her 
offer is prompted because she has found that 
there is general ignorance concerning the ori- 
gin of the two versions of the Bible. 





ENGLISH CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 
RE IMPRINT ON IMPORTED BOOKS. 


Tue London Publishers’ Circular says that 
“thanks to the action of the [English] Pub- 
lishers’ Association, which took up cases re- 
ported to it by William Heinemann and Gay 
& Bird, (in which books printed abroad had 
been detained at the Custom House,) the im- 
portant question of the imprint on imported 
books has been much simplified. 

“It has now been definitely decided by the 
Commissioners of H. M. Customs that in the 
case of all books bearing the name of a pub- 
lisher in the United Kingdom, an imprint or 
other indication of the country of produc- 
tion, such as ‘Printed in America,’ etc., can 
be placed: 

“(1) On the title-page ; 

“(2) On the back of the title-page, or 

“(3) At the end of the book; 
and will be accepted as a sufficient indication 
of foreign origin.” 

To make the matter quite clear—and it is 
of great importance to American, Continental 
and other printers and publishers, as well as 
to English publishers who import books—the 
Publishers’ Circular prints the following cop- 
ies of the letters to the secretary of the Eng- 
lish Publishers’ Association from the com- 


missioners: 
Custom House, London.

With reference to your letter of March 24° last 
and previous correspondence, in regard to the ques- 
tion as to where, on books printed abroad and im- 
ported into the United Kingdom, the imprint or 
indication of the country in which they were printed 
should appear, so as to classify the requirements of 
the 16th Section of the Merchandise Marks Act, 
1887, I am directed by the Commissioners of his 
Majesty’s Customs to state that the subject has again 
been under careful consideration by them, and, as 
regards such importations in future, they have de- 
cided as follows: 
(1) When the name of a publisher or bookseller 
in the United Kingdom is on the title-page only, 
or (2) on the title-page and also on the front 
of the cover of the book, 
the Commissioners will accept the imprint or in- 
dication of the country of production, such as 
“Printed in Holland’ &c., as the case may be, on 
the title-page or on the back of it, as sufficient to 
comply with the provisions‘of the Act; 
(3) When the name of the publisher or book- 
seller in the United Kingdom is only on the front 
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cover of the book and not on a title-page (as is

One of the ideas I would advanc 
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advertising new fiction could profitably - 
sed in supplying cuts to those of the retai 
trade who could show that they were properly 
used. I am a great believer in cuts for oes 
aper and magazine advertising; most of t : 
announcements of new books are made with 
cuts, pictures of the author, etc. I have writ- 
‘en several times to some of the leading pub- 
ishers and offered to pay for cuts, but up to 
vate have received but scant encouragement 
‘; this direction. In your last issue there is 
. full-page ad. that would look nice in any 
paper—of a kind that could be used in coun- 
iry advertising and that would attract atten- 
tion. I know such a cut would in my own 
business sell a number of copies of those par- 
ticular books; but my past experience with 
other publishers leads me to the conclusion 
that it would not be sent me if requested. — 

Another thine: Were I in the publishing 
business I would send prepared newspaper 
ccpy for advertising books to those retail 
dealers who would use same. The average 
country dealer thinks he has no time to write 
4 catchy ad., and in a number of instances he 
lacks the technical knowledge of how to do 
so. Local advertising like this would cost 
ihe publisher nothing and I think would do 
all concerned much good. Because the aver- 
age publisher is not in direct correspondence 
with retailers is no sign that the seller is not 
doing business with that publisher’s books. 
The western retailer finds it most convenient 
tc go to his jobber, rather than secure the 
different lines from the main houses. The 
writer this day ordered 500 modern copy- 
rights, not one from the publishers. Pub- 
lishers should keep in touch with the re- 
iailer, even if his name is not on the ledger.

OBITUARY. 
AUGUSTUS FLAGG. 

Aucustus FLacc who was connected with 
the firm of Little, Brown & Co. for nearly 
half a century—for thirty-seven years of that 
period as a member of the firm—died on No- 
vember 29 at the advanced age of eighty- 
ix. Mr. Flagg was born in Worcester, Mass., 
January 17, 1818, and as a boy was apprenticed 
io Clarendon Harris a weli-known bookseller 
of his native town. When he became of age, 
having become a well-trained bookseller, he 
looked about for a wider field than Worces- 
‘er in those days afforded. Fortified with 
‘lattering recommendations from his employ- 
cr and friends, he went to Boston to inter- 
view the trade, without however succeeding 
i finding employment. Among the firms 
pon whom Mr. Flagg called was that of 
Little & Brown who had only the year before 
succeeded to the firm of Hilliard, Gray, Lit- 
tle & Wilkins, at the very stand where the 
irm of Little, Brown & Co. now conducts 
business, at 254 Washington Street. Al- 
though favorably impressed with the young 
candidate, they were unable to make an open- 
ing for him, and Mr Flagg proceeded to New 

ork. After a long search for work here he 
obtained a position in the bookstore of Robin- 
son & Franklin where he had as a fellow 


clerk the late George A. Leavitt, afterwards 
head of the well-known auction house. After 
a fortnight’s service with Robinson & Frank- 
lin, Mr. Flagg received word from Mr. James 
Brown that his firm wanted him to come on 
to Boston immediately to fill a position of 
some importance, a call that Mr, Flagg was 
not slow in accepting. This was in 1838. 
Nine years later Mr. Flagg was admitted as a 
partner and the firm name then became Lit- 
tle, Brown & Co. Mr. Flagg had charge of 
the foreign department and made frequent 
visits to Europe to make purchases of fine 
editions of books for his firm. When Mr. 
Charles C. Little died in 1869, Mr. Flagg be- 
came the senior partner, his associates at dif- 
ferent periods being Benjamin S. Heywood, 
William J. Parsons, Henry T. Miles, John 
Bartlett, Thomas W. Deland and his brother, 
George Flagg, all of whom long since retired 
—Mr. Deland dying in harness. In 1884, still 
in the vigor of his life Mr. Flagg retired 
from the active cares of the business which 
has since been carried forward and developed 
by John Murray Brown and James P. Brown, 
sons of James Brown, Charles W. Allen, Hu- 
lings C. Brown and James W. McIntyre. Mr. 
Flagg in his day stood at the head of his pro- 
fession, well informed in all its details. 
Broadened by culture and travel, he was a 
welcome and honored guest at every gather- 
ing of the trade here and abroad.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

CHARLES Dupre BLAKE, the composer of 

‘“Rock-a-Bye Baby,” “Marguerite,” and other 


popular songs, died in Brookline, Mass., No- 
vember 23, aged fifty-seven. 


Mrs. LoursA Parr, novelist, died at Ken- 
sington November 2. In 1870 she published 
her first novel, “Dorothy Fox,” and since then 
nine other stories have come from her pen. 


HarLAN Pace Hupparp, compiler and pub- 
lisher of “Hubbard’s Newspaper Directory,” 
and widely known in the advertising world, 
died in Brooklyn, N. Y., December 1. He 
was born at Deep River, Conn., December 20, 
1845. 


HEART PEASE DANKs, composer of “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,” and a number of 
other popular airs, died suddenly and alone 
in a Philadelphia lodging house, on Novem- 
ber 20. Mr. Danks was born in New Haven, 
Conn., April 6, 1834. He composed the song 
by which he was made famous, in 1858. 


Mrs. Harriet Hupsarp_ Ayer, author of 
“How to Be Beautiful,” &c., died in New 
York City, November 25. Mrs. Ayer was 
born in Chicago in 1854. She was raised in 
luxury and early married a man of consid- 
erable wealth who after the Chicago fire lost 
his fortune. Mrs. Ayer gave up her home 
and belongings to satisfy her husband’s cred- 
itors and came to New York where she es- 
tablished herself in business and earned a 
fortune. In 1894 she joined the editorial staff 
of the New York World, a position she re- 
tained until her death. 
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WE note with regret the death of Paul 
Jules Armand Mame, the well-known pub- 
lisher of Tours, in his seventieth year. M. 
Mame, who has been ill for some time, died 
at his country house at Touches, in the com- 
mune of La Savonniére. The great business, 
one of the most extensive of its kind in 
France, was founded about a century ago by 
the grandfather of the late M. Mame, but his 
father, Alfred Henri Mame, developed the 
concern from a comparatively small affair 
into one of world-wide celebrity. The present 
head of the firm, Armand Mame, is the great- 
grandson of the founder. 


ELeanor Louisa Hervey (nee Montagu), 
novelist and poet, died at Worthing October 
27, at the age of ninety-two. About the year 
1851 she published “The Pathway of the 
Fawn” and a child’s book entitled “The Ju- 
venile Calendar, or, The Feast of Flowers,” 
which was illustrated by Richard Doyle. 
Of other books for the young the two of 
which she thought most were “The Feasts of 
Camelot” and “The Rock Light,” published 
about 1865. She also wrote “The Double 
Claim” and “Snooded Jessaline.” She con- 
tributed verses to many periodicals, and in 
1869 published a selection of them under the 
title “Our Legends and Lives.” In 1866 she 
brought out in this country the poems of her 
husband T. K. Hervey, who was editor of 
the London Athenaeum from 1846 to 1853. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


JoHN Mor tey is to visit the United States 
next year, coming to deliver an address at 
the opening of the Technical College, at Pitts- 
burg, in October, 1904. It is to be hoped that 
he will find it agreeable to make other pub- 
lic appearances in this country, which he has 
not visited for more than thirty years. 


It seems that the London Athenaeum was 
not speaking “by the book” when it said it 
was able to state authoritatively “that no 
biography of Whistler had been authorized 
by his legal representatives, because Radford 
& Frankland write regarding the life of 
Whistler that their clients, “Mr. and Mrs

Austin Dob- 
son retired from a government clerkship the 
other day. A. B. Walkley, the best dramatic 
critic in London is in the Post Office. These 
are only three out of many cases which could 
be mentioned. We have the greatest respect 
for the Governor of the Bank of England.
